Dear Playgoer: 


Joan Fontaine will star in next week’s Playhouse production of the suspenseful 
melodrama “Spider’s Web,” by Agatha Christie, author of “Witness for the Prosecution” 
and “The Mousetrap.” In 1960, on her last visit to Dennis, Miss Fontaine impressed audi- 
ences with her performance in “Susan and God”; in next week’s mystery presentation, 
she is sure to score another success. 


Movie-goers will remember Miss Fontaine in ‘Rebecca,’ for which she received an 
Academy Award nomination, and in “Suspicion,” which won her the coveted Oscar. The 
theatre has always been her first love, however, and she returned to the stage from 
Hollywood to appear in such plays as “Tea and Sympathy,” “The Marriage-Go-Round,” 
“Dial ‘M’ for Murder,’ and “The Uninvited Guest.” In addition, Miss Fontaine has 
made countless television and radio appearances, through which she has become a fam- 
iliar and popular national personality. In next week’s play, Miss Fontaine will play 
the drawing-room comedy heroine with an unexpected murder on. her hands.

Also starring with Miss Fontaine will be Eric Berry, who has been seen in “Boy- 
friend,” “Tiny Alice,” and “Gideon,” to mention only a few productions. Mr. Berry will 
also be the director for next week’s production. 


For an evening of suspense, spirit, and speed, we suggest “Spider’s Web,” with 
Miss Joan Fontaine—at the Cape Playhouse next week. Tickets may be purchased at
